Bolivar  asked  his  father,  “If  you 
have  10  sheep,  how  many  belong 
to  the  Lord?” 

“One,"  said  his  father.  “And  to 
chickens?”  Bolivar  asked. 

“Again,  one,"  answered  his 
father. 

“You  have  to  children,” 
Bolivar  said.  “Shouldn't  one  go  to 
the  Lord?” 

In  the  end,  Cebrian  Bolivar's 
going  to  South  Asia  and  work¬ 
ing  with  Sam  Cordell  came 
down  to  the  matter  of  a  tithe, 
but  the  tithe  was  just  the  begin¬ 
ning.  Cordell  told  him  getting  to 
South  Asia  wasn’t  going  to  be 
easy.  First  there  was  the  matter 
of  language,  and  then  there  was 
the  matter  of  support. 

Bolivar’s  first  Viguage  is  Qui- 
chua;  his  second  is  Spanish.  It  is 
not  the  Spanish  of  the  classroom. 
It  is  the  language  of  the  street,  and 
neither  Spanish  nor  Quichua  are 
of  much  use  in  South  Asia. 

In  2008,  Bolivar  began  study¬ 
ing  English  through  an  Internet 
course.  When  he  arrived  in  south 
Asia  in  2oti,  he  began  the  study  of 
his  fourth  language  —  Hindi. 

He  used  the  years  between  to 
gamer  support  he  would  need 
Dy  speaking  with  churches  and 
individuals  up  and  down  the  An¬ 
des,  sharing  his  passion  for  South 
Asian  peoples  and  what  it  would 
take  to  get  there. 

Now  more  than  two  years  into 
his  three-year  commitment,  20 
Quichua  families  set  aside  mon¬ 
ey  from  their  meager  earnings 
and  send  the  fundi  needed  to 
support  Bolivar .  None  of  them 
are  wealthy.  Only  two  families 
own  a  motorized  vehicle.  Yet 
they  are  faithful. 

Bolivar,  in  turn,  continues  to 
grow  in  knowledge  of  his  new 
land,  its  languages,  and  its  cus¬ 
toms.  He  has  an  affinity  for  stu¬ 
dents  a  bit  younger  than  his  27 
years.  They  are  attracted  to  him 
and  include  him  in  their  gather¬ 
ings  and  outings.  He  has  even 
traveled  across  tne  continent  with 
a  couple  of  them. 

This  year,  Cordell  and  Bolivar 
saw  the  first  one  among  those 
students  make  a  commitment  to 
Christ.  Cordell  says  it's  all  part  of 
the  plan. 

Cordell  is  serving  in  South 
Asia  through  Southern  Baptists' 
gifts  t#  the  Lottie  Moon  Oinst 
mas  Offering  and  Cooperative 
Program,  which  fund  the  pres¬ 
ence  and  missions  outreach  of 
nearly  5,000  Southern  Baptist 
missionaries  internationally.
